Wilmington resident goes public with alle- 
gations against contractor 


By MARIA HARRISON 


WILMINGTON - On August 
16, 206 the Town Crier 
received a copy of a letter writ- 
ten by Triana Blowers of 
Carolyn Road containing alle- 
gations of shoddy workman- 
ship and unscrupulous business 
practices perpetrated by M&M 
Contracting. M&M had been 
hired to build an 800 square 
foot addition to the Blowers’ 
home. Blowers’ letter had also 
been sent to Representative 
James Miceli, to the 
Wilmington Police 
Department, the Attorney 
General, the Better Business 
Bureau, the District Attorney 
Special Investigations Division, 
and the Board of Building 
Regulations and Safety. The 
Town Crier contacted Michael 
Pierce of M&M Contracting, 
who responded the following 
week with a 15-page letter 
rebutting the accusations. 
According to Pierce, Blowers’ 
accusations are an attempt to 
avoid payment and to tarnish 
his reputation in the industry. 

In the spring of 2004, Triana 
Blowers and her father Edward 
began the long process of mak- 
ing improvements to their 
home. After interviewing 
many contractors, they decided 
on. Michael Pierce of M&M 
Contracting who had been rec- 
ommended by an acquaintance. 


“The terms of the contract 
were for an addition and 
remodeling per our architect's 
drawings,” Blowers said 

Blowers alleges she and her 
father signed a contract with 
an expected cost of $147,500.00, 
to be paid in increments of 60 
percent at the start, 20 percent 
at half completion and 20 per- 
cent at completion. 

According to the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Building Regulations and 
Standards, an initial payment 
made before the start of work 
shall not exceed one-third of 
the total contract price or the 
actual cost of the project, 
except in the case of special 
order or custom made equip- 
ment or materials. : 

“My father and I,signed the 
contract and issued M&M 
Contracting a bank check for 
$88,500.00,” Blowers said. 

According to Pierce, however, 
the contract was more specific. 

“..an estimate was signed by 
M&M Contracting and William 
Blowers and his daughter for 
an eight hundred square foot 
addition,” Pierce said 

Pierce states that the Blowers 
knew from the very beginning 
that the project might incur 
additional costs. 

“When (the architect) drew 
up the plans, she instructed the

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Senator Tucker announces out-of-state 
tuition break for Massachusetts residents 


BOSTON - Senator Sue Tucker 
has announced that a reduced 
tuition rate is available for 
Massachusetts residents 
enrolled in certain degree pro- 
grams offered by state colleges 
and universities in Connecticut, 
Maine, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island and Vermont through the 
New England Board of Higher 
Education’s Regional Student 
Program (RSP). 

Hundreds of degree programs 

not offered by any of 
Massachusetts’ state colleges 
and universities - are available 
at reduced tuition to 
Massachusetts students 
through the RSP. Examples 
are: aquaculture, biomedical 
engineering, coastal and 
marine policy, creative writing, 
dental medicine, health care 
management, law, ocean engi- 
neering, outdoor education, 
pharmacy, television studies 
arid therapeutic recreation. 


“This program provides a 
needed tuition break for those 
students who would otherwise 
be in our state system,” Tucker 
said. “Just because 
Massachusetts does not offer a 
specific program does not mean 
a student should have to pursue 
his or her interest at high 
tuition rates.” 

During the 2003-04 academic 
year, more than 2,200 
Massachusetts residents were 
enrolled out-of-state through 
the RSP; each Massachusetts 
participant saved an average of 
$5,250 last year, if enrolled full- 
time. 

Discounted undergraduate 
and graduate programs are list- 
ed in the RSP catalog, The 
Apple Book for Massachusetts 
Residents.

Bill: 

Increases license suspension 
for refusing to submit to a 
breathalyzer or field sobriety 
test 

Establishes mandatory jail 
time if a motorist is cited for 
operating a vehicle under the 
influence after suspension for 
a prior OUI conviction. 

Mandates a lifetime loss of 
license for an individual who 
has a prior conviction for 
causing the death of someone 
in an OUI incident, who then 
picks up a subsequent OUI 
conviction. 

Allows judges to seize and 
order the sale of vehicles of 
repeat offenders. The pro- 
ceeds of the sales will be 
deposited into a Drunk 
Driving trust Fund to benefit 
drunk driving victims and 
their families. 

Increases minimum penal- 
ties for repeat offenders to a 
minimum of 3 months, in 
addition to a five year dri- 
ver's license suspension. 

Creates the crime on 
manslaughter by motor vehi- 
cle and requires a driver con- 
victed of this offense to suffer 
the permanent loss of driver’s 
license, 

Requires all repeat offend- 
ers (anyone with more than 
one OUI conviction) to install 
an ignition-interlocking 
device on their vehicles-as-a 
condition of having their 
licenses reinstated.

Wilt Wilmington Pop Warner in

‘began coaching in 1992, and six 
Years later became the director. 
‘Like a lot of football programs 
, around the area, Wilmington 
“has'a good share of players. 
“We have on the football side 
‘Ob jt'a good 25-26 kids per team, 
Bela is pretty good,” said 
lucia. “The same goes with 
‘the cheerleaders. The max is 
"35 per team, but that’s a goal 
iMhat we rarely obtain because 
“of other commitments kids 
“have. We field a lot of kids. On 
nayerage we have seven football 
\Jeams and seven cheerleading 
,kegms. When you do the math 
We,pave a lot of kids in the pro- 


wen you have that many 
,{gotball players and cheerlead- 
gms, to keep track of, one man 
pant do it alone. DeLucia cred- 


its the help of his volunteers to 
make sure that everything in 
the program runs smoothly. 

“Everyone is a volunteer,” he 
said. “We generally have 45 
coaches a team, so that’s 70 
coaches between cheerleading 
and football. We have a board 
of directors and there’s 12-13 
volunteers right there. We also 
have a lot of people that help 
out with the snack shack and 
those types of things. We have 
a lot of good people in the pro- 
gram.” 

Pop Warner is a_ national 
youth football and cheerleading 
organization. This is the orga- 
nization’s 76th year, and is old- 
est national youth football and 
cheerleading organization in 
the world. Pop Warner has pro- 
grams in 43 states and 6 coun- 
tries. This year Pop Warner 
estimates that it will have over 
380,000 participants. DeLucia 
says that the positives outweigh 
the negatives of being a part of 
Pop Warner. 

“With youth football there are 
no weight requirements,” said 
DeLucia. “You can have a kid 
who's 12 years old and weighs 
190 pounds and can play. In 
Pop Warner you can't ha 
that. I think a lot of people ite 
that structure where everyone 
is kind of on a level playing 
field. The disadvantage is that 
you lose out on some kids. The 
bigger kids aren’t allowed to

play. That’s the only disadvan- 
tage.” 

One of the biggest advantages 
of being a part of Pop Warner is 
the ability to play on the nation- 
al level. Every year Pop 
Warner hosts the Super Bowl 
and National Cheer and Dance 
Championships. For the past 10 
years the Championships have 
taken place at Disney World. 
DeLucia knows firsthand how 
exciting this event can be. 

“The kids have a chance to 
compete for a national title,” he 
said. “You can't even do that in 
high school. That’s a goal. 
Last year we had two cheer- 
leading teams who won a 
national title, and the year 
before we had a team come in 
second. Three years ago we 
had one team one game away 
from going to nationals.” 

All seven Wildcat teams have 
their first games on September 
llth. The regular season ends 
on the last Sunday in October, 
with the playoffs starting the 
following Wednesday. If a team 
does extremely well and makes 
it to nationals, as two of the 
cheerleading teams did last 
year, the season goes on until 
the middle of December. All 
Wilmington home games are 
played behind Wilmington 
Town Hall, located on Glen 
Road.

Wilmington Resident Dan McConologue 


Veteran coach continues 
to patrol sidelines

Danny McConologue doesn’t 
fit the stereotypical mold of a 
youth football coach. He never 
played high school football. He 
doesn’t have sons on the team 
where he is an assistant coach, 
Wilmington’s Pop Warner ‘A’, 
team. Despite not having these 
qualifications, McConologue 
continues to patrol the side- 
lines, and continues to excel. 

‘MecConologue was born and 
raised in Wilmington. Growing 
up he played in the Wilmington 
Pop Warner League, the same 
league he now coaches in. 
Being a lifelong Wilmington 
resident, he believes that he 
was obligated to give back to 
the town. 

“F grew up in Wilmington and 
now I live here with my wife, 
who also grew up here,” he 
said. “Now we're raising our 
kids here and want to give back 
to the community a little bit 
It’s a great opportunity to 
teach the kids football. It’s a 
great tradition up at the high 
school, so you see some of 
these kids go up through the 
program all the way up there 
and watch them play well.” 

As a young player in Pop 
Warner, McConologue played 
for a lot of different coaches. 


One coach stands out in partic- 
ular, especially since this coach 
has a lot of similarities to 
McConologue himself. 

“I remember one coach,” he 
said. “His name was Marty 
Sullivan. He coached my first 
year. He said five words the 
whole year, but he was just 
there. He didn’t have any kids 
in the program. He was just 
out there and helping out.” 

This is McConologue’s eighth 
year as an assistant coach. 
Even though he is currently 
coaching Wilmington's ‘A’, 
team, he began as a coach for 
the ‘E’ team. He said it was 
during this first year where he 
realized that coaching youth 
football wasn't going to be a 
piece of cake. 

“My first year I coached the E 
team. Those kids are 7 or eight 
years old, and it's their first 
year in the program. It’s our 
first_ game of the year and 
we're standing on the sidelines, 
and this kid comes up to me 
and asks, ‘What inning are we 
in’. So then I spent three min- 
utes explaining to him that 
baseball had innings and foot- 
ball had quarters and he kept 
looking at me with a puzzled 
look in his eye. I finally said, 
‘Why don’t you just go in for 
Billy.” 


Last year was the most suc 
cessful of McConologue’s 
teams in terms of wins and 
losses. His team made it to the 
playoffs, and was able to win a 
few games before being 
knocked out. McConologue 
said that making the playoffs 
was a great experience not only 
for him, but for his players as 
well. 

“Last year we had a real good 
team,” said McConologue 
“We went to the playoffs and 
that was an experience. We 
played the Everett Eagles down 
in Watertown under the lights. 
It was a big thrill for the kids. 
We beat them, and the follow. 
ing Sunday we played down in 
Medford. We get to play in a 
big stadium and the kids had a 
real good time.” 

The first game for the 
Wildcats this year is September 
Uth. McConologue remains 
optimistic. that_this_team_will 
be able to compete with the 
other teams in their league. 

“We got some quality players 
that have been here a long 
time,” he said. “They know the 
system and the program. As 
long as they keep their nose 
down and do what they’re sup- 
posed to do, we should do all 


right.”

Builder and buyer beware

Blowers to anticipate additional 
costs. given the condition 
on(si¢) the home along with the 
magnitude of the work that 
may be needed to restore the 
home,” Pierce said. Pierce 
also states that he had 
informed the Blowers that the 
cost would increase depending 
on the condition of the walls. 

According to Blowers, the 
additional costs racked up 
quickly. A “Perk Test,” which 
is a method of determining soil 
suitability for a septic disposal 
-system, was required by the 
town and held up the permit- 
ting process. Once the Perk 
Test was completed and it was 
determined that a new septic 
system could be installed, 
Blowers alleges that another 
contract was drawn up by 
Pierce in the additional amount 
of $22,760.00 to put in the septic 
system. 

“My father and I signed the 
contract ind issued M&M 
Contracting a bank check for 
$13,656.00 the next day,” 
Blowers said. 

According *to-~Pieree;-—the 
Blowers knew of the existing 
septic problem and neglected to 
inform him prior to the original 
contract. 

“The Board of Health blocked 
the application because the 
home had a cesspool drain sys- 
tem, which was in violation of 
code, which is a significant 
‘detail Blowers did not acknowl- 
edge...” Pierce said. According 
to Pierce, the Blowers had 
knowledge of the septic issue 
for at least five yea 

As of this date, no septic sys- 
tem has been installed at the 
Blowers’ home because there is 
a balance due on the bill. 
According to Blowers, the sub- 
contractor hired to install the 
new system told her that he has 
not begun any work because he 
has not received a payment 
from M&M. 

According to Pierce, “The 
associated costs to M&M 
Contracting involved tying in 
the plumbing, installing new 
piping, excavating the area and 
digging the hole for the 
plumber.” A balance is still 
owed on this contract with nei- 
ther party feeling responsible 
for payment. 

Blowers needed to vacate the 
home in order to accommodate 
the demolition process. On 
March 13, 2005, Blowers moved 
her father and their three dogs 
into the. Residence Inn by 
Marriott in Woburn. They were 
told to expect tq return to their 


home in 4 to 6 weeks. 

“Shortly after that, Pierce 
spoke to me and my father 
about water and termite dam- 
aged sills, floor joists, sub 
floors and needing more truss 
supports for the roof; trim for 
the vinyl siding and installing a 
sump pump and crushed stone 
in the crawl space under our 
home,” Blowers said. The cost 
of the new proposal was an 
additional $29,850.00. 

Pierce states that “M&M 
Contracting worked diligently 
to overcome weather and cli- 
mate concerns to get the foun- 
dation completed, which was 
accomplished the week of 
February 28, 2005.” As a result 
of delays in obtaining permits 
pertaining to the septic system 
and inclement weather, it was 
March before any actual demo- 
lition began. 

Pierce states, “At this time, 
M&M Contracting discovered 
three feet of water in the cellar 
and the home had termite and 
water damage, namely on 
many sills, certain sections of 
the sub floor and select joists. 
While Ms Blowers acknowl- 
edges these damages..she 
neglects to mention the three 
feet of water in basement.” 

Although Pierce does claim 
that the Blowers signed and 
paid the associated costs for 
the estimate, the related prob- 
lems due to water damage 

~became a significant problem. 

“As the demolition pro- 
gressed, walls began to cave in 
and fall down due to hidden 
water and termite damage, 
which was unknown and con- 
cealed to M&M Contracting,” 
Pierce said. Regarding the 
water in the basement, Pierce 
said, “This detail has signifi- 
cance, as M&M Contracting 
was notified by the Blowers 
that the cellar experiences 
excessive amounts of water fre- 
quently and has for a number 
of years. The Blowers even said 
the water would go as high as 
the bulkhead. The neglect to 
correct this situation on the 
part of the home owner could 
have resulted in the condition 
of the home at the time of con- 
struction.” 

Blowers contends that the 
subsequent payment of 
$44,425.00 was to cover the addi- 
tional contract for $29,850.00 for 
the correction of the water 
problems and to further pro- 
ceed with the project. 

As the demolition progressed, 
things went from bad to worse 
and the Blowers were informed 
that more work was needed to 


continue the progress of the 
project. Blowers'contends that 
Pierce did not follow the demo- 
lition plan set down by the 
architect, while Pierce con- 
tends that it was not possible to 
follow the demolition plan due 
to the unforeseen collapse of 
walls. 

At this point, all work has 
been suspended due to the esca- 
lated cost of the project. 

“...this cultivated a snowball 
of events, which elevated costs, 
as when walls come down it 
effects many if not most 
aspects of the job, namely 
demolition, framing, electrical, 
plumbing, sheet rock labor 
ete.,” Pierce said. “Moreover, 
this job was no longer just an 
eight hundred square foot addi- 
tion; rather it was a twenty- 
eight hundred square foot 
home.” 

Each party refuses to pay the 
remaining monies required to 
finish the job. Due to the cost, 
the Blowers have moved out of 
the Residence Inn and in with a 
relative. She states the Carolyn 
Road home is not livable. 

“There is currently no plumb- 
ing, no electricity, ne-septie;-no- 
water, no finished walls, no fin- 
ished floor, no appliance, no 
heat, no finished insulation,” 
Blowers said. 

The Blowers contend that they 
entered into a good faith agree- 
ment with M&M Contracting 
and paid the monies that were 
expected. 

“Tam not without a heart but 
it is mot my fault that Mr. 
Pierce under-priced this job,” 
Blowers said. “I feel the origi- 
nal contract should be honored 
and work should continue on 
my home so my father, our 
three dogs and I can move back 
in” 

According to Pierce, the end 
result of Blowers communica- 
tions with the sub-contractors 
regarding M&M Contracting 
has resulted in “...irreversible 
damage to the company’s repu- 
tation with sub-contractors, 
which was impeccable before 
this project. The Blowers have 
also ruined the company’s cred- 
it with several vendors because 
of their refusal to pay monies 
owed for work performed. My 
inability to purchase needed 
stock on credit from key ven- 
dors has crippled the compa- 
ny. 

The Better Business Bureau 
found that M&M Contracting 
“made every reasonable effort 
to resolve” the Blowers’ com- 
plaint. Such a finding is issued 
if a company provides a

sak but the Fire 
Depar nt ordered the tanks 


dug up. They found no leaks. 

The best guess was that the 
explosion was caused by 
methane, or swamp gas. The 
area had been a mill pond 
during Colonial times, so 
there is quite a bit of organic 
material down in the ground. 
As it rots, it might release 
small quantities of gas, which 
can build up in closed areas 
such as a basement. 

There is no record of who 
had to pay for the excavation. 

Jake Riley's gas station was 
torn down week, 56 years 
after the explosion and exca- 
vation. 

The gas station business 
originated in Tattersal’s Store, 
which was located at 101 Main 
Street between Grove Avenue 
and Cottage Street in the 
building currently occupied 
y Silver Dragon Express. Bill 
and Lillian Tattersal sold 
yewspapers, ice cream, penny 
candy and a few groceries.

Later, Jake Riley took over 
he winter newspaper busi- 
iess. His hame was Allen, but 
everyone called him "Jake." 
“ventually, he built a gas sta- 
ion next door to the store.

Jake Riley married Adeline

Tattersal, in Lil’s large, late- 
model black car. After the 
ride, they would sit in the car 
under a _ large tree in 
Hourihan’s yard, behind the 
store, and talk for hours. 

Bill Fay remembers going to 
the gas station in his first car, 
a 1949 Chevy. Gasoline at the 
time was about 18 cents a gal- 
lon, but there was a price war 
and Jake was selling gas for 
11.9 cents. 

On February 10, 1969, two 
boys from the neighborhood 
shoveled out Jake’s after a 
snowstorm. When they went to 
his house to be paid, they 
learned he had died of a heart 
attack. 

His widow kept the gas sta- 
tion property, leasing it out to 
a succession of Silver Lake 
residents, Joe Duggan, Danny 
Bemis, Snooky Cushing and Al 
Molander. 

Larry Cushing, Jr., known as 
"Snooky," was the oldest son 
and namesake of 
Wilmington’s revered athletic 
director. In the late 1950s, he 
owned a cement forms busi- 
ness. He married Marion 
Carr, whose family owned a 
carnival business, and they 
moved into the Carr’s house 
on Wildwood Street. They split 
off to form their own carnival. 
Snooky later bought an oil 
business from Dick Jenkins. 

From the oil business, it was 
a short hop to having a gas 
station. Snooky leased the sta- 
tion from Mrs. Riley, who was 
a cousin. He hired another 
cousin, Bobby Nolan, as man- 
ager. 

Snooky could be a rough and 
tumble guy, but anything to do 
with Wilmington was always 
close to his heart. One time I 
was.in the station to see him 


* 


about an advertisement in the 
Town Crier. Typically, he had 
three or four conversations 
going at once. Bobby needed 
to talk to him about business. 
Somebody would come in for a 
service appointment. 
Meanwhile, Snooky wanted to 
talk about my grandfather, 
who lived at the Lake, right 
around the corner from the 
Cushings when he was grow- 
ing up. And I was trying to get 
him to decide what he wanted 
in his ad for the carnival. 

Then a guy came in, asking 
if he could get a tank of gas 
“on the cuff." The answer was, 
what I would call, a Snooky 
Cushing credit check: "You 
from Wilmington?" "Okay." 

Jack Cushing said he worked 
in the station, probably for 
Danny Bemis. He said that 
Adeline Riley was the nicest 
person you could meet. She 
lived in the first house on 
Cottage Street, immediately 
behind the station. Every now 
and then, she would show up 
in the station with fresh baked 
goods. 

After Adeline died, the sta- 
tion was owned by retired 
Chief of Police Paul Lynch. 
Since his death, it has been 
owned by his estate. The sta- 
tion was closed for a long 
time, in a state of abandon- 
ment. Neighbors were con- 
cerned, and pressed town offi- 
cials to do something. So, on 
orders of the Public Health 
Department, Jake Riley's gas 
station was demolished last 
Friday.

Since agility and the 
ability to run longer dis- 
tances are key for a tight 
end or wide receiver, Brody 
suggests these players head 
to a local track or a grassy 
area and practice running 
five yards forward, five 
yards back, five yards to 
the left and_five to the 
right. And keep doing it. 

It’s a lot harder than it 
sounds, Brody says. 

_. —Soccer. Soccer players 
first need to build up their 
endurance 

Brody suggests long-dis- 
tance running but also add- 
ing some sprinting to pro- 
vide an aerobic base. If 
kids have access to a track, 
she recommends jogging 
the curves and sprinting 
the straights. 

“This gives you an aero- 
bic workout and speed — 
amd it'll also feel like it's 
going faster,” Brody says 


‘lo work on agility, soc- 
cer players should also do 
directional runs. It’s par- 
ticularly important that 
girls practice taking 
smaller steps when they de- 
celerate and change direc- 
tion, and they should make 
an effort to keep their 
knees, hips and feet in 
alignment. 

Female soccer players 
tend to have more knee 
problems because they tend 
to have knees that roll in, 
Brody explains, which 
leaves them more suscepti- 
ble to knee injuries. 

—Karate. This is a sport 
that focuses on flexibility, 
so children should work on 
stretching and range of mo- 
tion. 

Since the hamstring is 
the one of the most injured 
muscles in karate, a stretch 
Brody recommends is to sit 
on a couch, facing forward, 
and extend one leg so that 
it's a straight line parallel 
to the front of the couch. 
Put the other foot on the 
floor so the thighs form a 
90-degree opening. Lean 


“forward at the waist and 


feel a little stretch. 

“You can even watch TV 
or read a book in that posi- 
tion,” Brody says. 

Balance also is an inte- 
gral part of karate. For 
that, do single-leg activi- 
ties, which also improve 
hip and core muscle 
strength. , 

—Dance. Dance is simi- 
lar to karate because flexi- 


puity 1s So important and 
it’s similar to soccer be- 
cause girls are again prone 
to knee problems. 

The good thing, though, 
is that posture and align- 
ment are emphasized so 
dancers are taught how to 
hold their body, reducing 
the likelihood of injury. 

(The American Physical 
Therapy Association has 
made an effort in recent 
years to emphasize posture 
to school-age children be- 
cause good posture and 
strong muscles not only 
hep with athletics, but also 
will help prevent injuries 
from sitting at a computer 
or carrying a backpack.) 

Strengthening the core 
muscles — the abdominal, 
hip and lower back muscles 
— also lessens the risk. 

Brody suggests pilates, 
and lunges and squats. 

—Gymnastics: Again, 
strong core muscles can 
keep a gymnast from get- 
ting hurt. 

“Unlike dance, this has 
less focus on posture, and 

ymnasts tend to have 
lower back problems be- 
cause always they’re al- 
ways arching their backs,” 
Brody explains. 

To build up the abdomi- 
nals and hips, she says to 
lie down on the floor and 
then push up on one arm so 
that only that hand and the 
same side foot are on the 
floor. (Picture yourself 
making a triangle.) Then 
lift the top leg to create a
